TOWN WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Lincoln in the 
County of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote in 
town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Lincoln on Tuesday, the 13th day of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing’ subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. Toraise such sums of money as may be necessa- 
ry to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation for same. 


3. How much money will be raised for the public 
Library ? 


4. How much money will be raised for the Police 
Department. 


5. How much money will be raised for the Public 
Health Department? 


6. How much money will be raised for fire protec- 
tion? 

7. How much money will be raised for town main- 
tenance ? 


8. How much money will be raised for miscella- 
neous expenses ?

9. Will the town vote to accept State Aid on high- 
way construction and make appropriation for same? 


10. How much money will be raised for State Aid 
Maintenance? 


11. How much money will be raised for the public 
cemetery ? 


12. Tosee if the town will vote to purchase the wat- 
er works supplying the village of Lincoln and appropri- 
ate not to exceed ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) for 
such purpose, and accept the provisions of Chapter 43 
of Public Laws of New Hampshire, entitled, “Municipal 
Water Works,” and construct, manage, maintain and 
own said water works for the purposes therein set forth 
and with all the rights and powers conferred by said 
chapter with reference thereto. 


13. To see if the town will vote to vest the construc- 
tion, management, control and direction of the water 
works in a board of three (3) water commissioners, and 
if so, define their duties and powers and fix their com- 
pensation, and elect three (3) commissioners in accor- 
dance with said Chapter 43 of the Public Laws. 


12. To see if the town will vote to appropriate not 
to exceed twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) for the 
reconstruction and repair of said water works. 


13. To see if the town will vote to borrow on the 
credit of the town not to exceed thirty thousand dollars 
($30,000) for the purpose of acquiring, reconstructing 
and repairing said water works and issue notes or bonds 
of the town therefor, in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapters 43 and 59 of the Public Laws, and delegate 
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Town of Lincoln 


to the selectmen the power to fix the time and place of 
payment and rate of interest of such bonds, and pro- 
vide for the sale thereof.. 


14. To take any other action that may be necessary 
or convenient to effect the purposes of any votes pass- 
ed under any of the four preceding articles. 


15. To see if the town will vote to lay out road be- 
ginning at a stake near the iron bridge north of Ar- 
thur Mitchel’s house in Lincoln, N. H. and going in a 
westerly direction over the hill about (600) feet into 
Little Canada. 


16. To see if the town will vote to provide and equip 
a lock-up and court room and appropriate money there- 
for. 


17. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before the meeting.
